snd  rested  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  1947,  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  offering  certain  documents  In  evidence  on  his  behalf, 
said  documents  being  set  forth  In  said  application  which  Is 
Paper  No,  1484,  reference  to  which  Is  hereby  made,  to  meet 
evidence  contained  In  the  additional  affidavit  of  the  witness 
MURAKAMI,  Kelsaku,  affecting  said  accused  HOSHINO,  which  ad¬ 
ditional  affidavit  was  offered  by  the  Prosecution  of  the 
U.S.S.R.  and  admitted  by  the  Tribunal  In  evidence  as  Exhibit
